3 TONS OF DYNAMITE 
SET OFF IN ONE BLAST 


— 


Huge Charge Shatters 35,000 
Tons of Stone at Falling 
Springs, Ill. 


A limestone cliff—35,000 tons of 
limestone—tumbled to earth in 
shattered majesty when three tons 
of dynamite were discharged Fri- 
day afternoon at the East St. Louis 
Stone Company’s quarry at Falling 
Springs, nine miles south of East 
St. Louis. 

It was the largest blast ever set 
off by that company, and prepara- 
tions had gong-on for two months. 
First of al] the top soil was clear-d 
from the great stone wall, which 
was 280 feet long, 80 feet high anu 
18 feet deep. Next 20 deep holes 
were bored perpendicularly into 
the stone, and gelatine dynamite, 
three tons in all, was slipped ever 
so carefully into the crevices. 
Branch fuses connected each 
charge of dynamite and insured a 
simultaneous explosion. 

Thirty-five employes. and others 
gathered for the “send-off.” At 4 
o’clock, the company’s president, 
Ralph McLean, waved his white 
handkerchief three times as a sig- 
nal and the quarry manager 
‘touched a match to the tip of the 
main fuse. 

‘There was a low, powerful rum- 
ble and the cliff just seemed io 
walk out from the rest of the 
stone,” said McLean. “Then a vast 
cloud of smoke rose fromthe ex- 
plosive. I understand the rumble 
was heard distinctly in East St. 
Louis."’ 

The blasted limestone will keep 
the company’s salesmen and quar- 
rymen busy for a year.

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NEW TRIAL FOR 
HEBER NATIONS Ih 
_ BEER CONSPIRALY 


U. S. Court of Appeals Re- 
verses His Conviction and 
Sentence of 18 Months 
in Penitentiary. 


Retrial of Heber Nations, on the 
charge of conspiracy to violate the 
Volstead law by protecting the il- 
legal sale of beer, will follow the 


action of the United States Circuit 
Court of Appeals. announced yes- 
terday, in reversing his conviction 
and sentence of 18 months in the 
penitentiary, and fine of $3333. 

Federal Judge Davis probably 
will preside at Nations’ second 
trial, following the judgment of the 
Court of Appeals that Judge Faris, 
who tried the casé in May, 1925, 
erred in refusing to disqualify him- 
self.

Until a few years ago American 
line makers adopted a uniform size 
and D was the standard for rods 
weighing five and a half to six 
ounces, but of late years there does 
not seem to be this same uniform- 
ity among the makers, and they 
have made all lines smaller, so 
that. with few exceptions, a line 
labeled D is no larger than the & 
of former years; consequently, one 
must select a line labeled C to ob- 
tain one of the weight of the for- 
mer D. 


; 
Vague Ideas of Uses. 

It would appear that many mak- 
ers of fly lines have a very vague 
conception of their use; they only 
know that they should be enameicd 


or coated, and labeled C, D or E, 
as the case may be, 

Some makers go so far as to give 
the tensile strength of the line, 
which does not mean anything to 
the fisherman who knows, for 
what does it matter if your line 
tests 26 pounds, while the best lead- 
er will only test 10 pounds? 

The English makers of fly lines 
have us beaten, for thetr lines are 
of a uniform size and the process 
of treating is superior to that 
adopted by our American makers, 
but the English lines cost more 
money and are just as easily dam- 
aged as our cheaper enamel lines. 


Reasons for Enamel. 


There are three reasons why fly- 
casting lines should be enameled or 


Now comes the reason for treat- 


pass it between thumb and finger 
you will note many rough spots, be- 
sides you will find the line sort of 
sticky, if used without treating this 
stickiness, and the rough places 
keep the fine from running freely or 
smoothly, so these defects should 
be eliminated. 

Get a small quantity of powdered 
graphite and a few ounces of orill- 
nary white shellac.

The Casting Line. 

In selecting your casting line, 
don’t choose one that is too heavy. 
This is a mistake most beginners

A 12-pound test is plenty heavy 
enough for bass or any other game 
fish found Of 
course, we all know that this line 
should be of braided silk medium 
laid. 

Water-proofec lines as made by 
the manufacturers have never been 
very popular, as the water-proofing 
made the lines too stiff, so we have 
put up with the regular line not 
water-proofed., 

We are indebted to Harry Stein- 
mesch for the following simple 
treatment, which will render your 
casting line water proof without 
hardening it: 

Get a small quantity of paraffin 
oil, which may be obtained at any 
Grug store, and put a few drons 
on the spool of your reel, then 
wind up your line and when fuliyv 
wound use a medicine dropper to 
apply the oil over the exposed line. 
After waiting a few minutes unwind 
the line and reverse it when 
winding. You will then havea line 
that will run out easily, will not 
soak up the water and will last 
longer than any line not treated.

About Boxing, Almost Knocked © Out — 


Lack of Experience Cost 
Tow-Headed Boxer the 
Title When He Had 
Champion Groggy in 
Bout in 1911.

Noted Cartoonist and Boxing Critic. 
Knockout Brown climbed down 
the stairs from the ring of the Na- 
tional Sporting Club on Friday, 


March 3, 1911, waving his hands 
to the thousands who cheered him 
for the great fight he had made 
against Ad Wolgast. the lightweight 
champion of the world. 

The entertainment was a thriller 
all the way through. Although it 
went the full 10 rounds, the bout 
had trimmings to it which made 
those lucky enough to have seen 
it remember the evening. 

They saw Ad Wolgast, who held 
the title which was once: held by 
such men as Nelson, Gans, Erne, 
Lavigne and McAuliffe, outpunched 
by a tow-headed lad who stood 
wrong, looked wrong, and seemed 
wrong. 

Wolgast startéd the fight with 
a confident smile, but he was not 
the same cocky Wolgast of oid. 
Brown did most of the leading, 
most of the punching, and backed 
the fitleholder into different corn- 
ers. It was a good, atiff first 
round, with just enough heavy nar- 
tillery stuff to make the sports pull 
harder on their cigars and take 
short breaths. 

In the second round Brown tore 
in with a left to the stomach and 
landed it solidly. It sounded like a 
football being kicked up against 
a cement wall. Wolgast bent over 
a bit from the belt, and then like 
a flash the little New Yorker sent 
his left crashing against Wolgast’s 
chin. 

Wolgast was groggy, and had 
Brown stepped back a moment and 
measured his man with his right 
and then shot a left to the same 
spot, the lightweight crown would 
have been in his possession. That 
was where the lack of experience 
saved the day for the champion. 

Wolgast was as dead on his feet 
as any mackerel in a barrel. He 
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had no idea of where he was. 

Brown, as we said, rushed anil 
missed and gave Wolgast a nice 
soft place to rest. He tried ito 
put the finishing punch over, but 
was so rattled that he belted noth- 
ing but the air. He tried to wrés- 
tle the champion off, but there was 
no let-go to him. Referee Patsy 
Haley finally pried Ad.off the New 
York Dutchman, but by that time 
the champion’s head had cleared. 

Brown rushed in again like a 
bull, but Wolgast ducked his 
punches and stailed along in the 
clinches. The bell came to his 
rescue and he walked unsteadily to 
his corner while the crowd, which 
had stood up all of the round, 
calincd down and squatted back in 
chairs.

fight. Brown came mighty close 
to winning a championship right 
there. 

Wolgast Draws a Cheer. 

Just after the first mix in the 
ninth, Brown slipped to the floor 
and Wolgast heiped him to his 
feet, and for the first time the 
champion was loudly cheered. It 
was more of a kid than anything 
else, for he was fouling at every 
opportunity. 

Before the fight started E. BEB. 
Smathers wanted to get down $10,- 
000 at 10 to 7 on Wolgast, but couid 
not find any takers. John A. 
Drake and Andrew Miller. held 
ringside seats. 

Jimmy Kelly took all the money 
in sight that Brown would not 
be knocked out. He gave 2 to l 
and had many takers. 


“No class to that pair,” I heard 
one old-timer remark to another. 
“Think of Gans or Lavigne up 
against either one. Why, Lavigne, 
would have stopped both of them 
in five rounds in the same ring.” 

I heard Sol Manheimer bet Vic 
McGuire a new suit that there 
would be no clean knockdowns. 
Sol copped. 

When the seventh round started 
Tom Jones, manager of Wolgast, 
yelled over to Danny Morgan, man- 
ager of Brown, “Prepare for the 
worst, Dan. You may as well get 
the towel ready to throw in.”” Wol- 
gast then cut loose, but did litile 
damage. In fact, he took a severe 
walloping from uppercuts, and at 
the end of the round Morgan 
barked over to Jones, “Send him 
in again, Tom.”

Stroke.

NEW YORK, July 17.—For the 
first time since 1921 there will be 
no unofficial world’s ¢champion- 
ship golf match this year. That 


is, unless Bobby Jones sees fit to 
play himself for such a title, 

Bobby might play two rounds 
of 36 holes on succegsive days, 
ropresenting Great Britain one day 
and your dear old Uncle Sam on 
the next. Even playing alone 
there doubtless would be many en- 
thusiasts who would pay well for 
the privilege of seeing in action 
the young man who has complete- 
ly monopolized the golf spotlight. 

Not since the time of Harry Var- 
don has any golfer trod over ail 
opposition as Bobby Jones has in 
the last fortnight or go. And even 
Vardon has no record that com- 
pares with that of Jones. The 
English star did have some op- 
position from J, H. Taylor, James 
Braid and one or two others, but 
in a time when competition was 
not so keen, he did not stand out 
as Bobby Jones does now. 

Rhythm, Rhythm, ? 

Bobby's golf stroke, as all whe 
have seen him will attest, is « 
long rhythmical sweep in which 
full power of a sturdy body and 
perfect timing are blendéd. BEvon 
when Jones is tired you will never 
see him hurry his swing. Always, 
under any conditions, he has thet 
graceful rhythm which has en- 
abled him to reach unprecedented 
heights in a game that is the most 
baffling of all to conquer. 

That does not mean that Jones 
scores well only because he has 
rhythm combined with power. His 
swing is perfect in every detail. 
His grip, his stance, his address of 
the ball are perfect. But Bobby 
learned these fundamentals at a 
very tender age. ° 

Bobby has proved conclusively 
that as a golfer—that is a hitter 
of the Dall as well as a shot maker 
and a scoring machine—he is far 
and away the greatest of them all. 
In this respect there is none even 
close to him, although Walter Ha- 
gen had been compared to the 
Southerner. But in this compari- 
son people make the mistake of 
comparing results with form. 

As a hitter of the ball, there 
a number better than Hagen 
Turnesa and Gene Sarazan, for ex- 
ample. If Jones is the “best” 
golfer why can inferior players 
beat him in match play? Well, for 
one reason, that is an idlosyncrasy 
of golf. But a more plausible 
answer is that match play and me- 
dal competition are quite different’ 
in several respects. In the former 
temperament plays a very large 
part.

Capt. 
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William H. Stayton, 69 
Years Old, Former Naval Of- 
ficer, Now in Shipping Busi- 
ness in Baltimore, Founded 
Association Against the Prohi- 
bition Amendment Nov. 12, 1918.

A Special Correspondent of the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, July 17. 
URING the war half a dozen dollar-a- 
year men used to gather for luncheon 
at the old Shoreham Hotel in Washing- 

All were concerned, one way or an- 
other, with winning the war. There were 
Gorton C. Hinckley of Buffalo, W. S. Town- 
send and Louis Livingston of Georgia, Homer 
R. Scoville of Connecticut, Col. Hayden 
Eames of Cleveland, and Commander W. W. 
White of Pennsylvania. 

Moreover, there was William H. Stayton 
of Baltimore. People called him Captain and 
he looked the part, a square-jawed, grizzled 
fighter with invincible eyes. 

Many years before, Stayton had been in the 
class of 1881 at Annapolis. After fifteen 
years in the fleet he resigned from the navy 
and took up a business career, admiralty law 
and steamship operation, settling in Balti- 
more. When the Spanish-American War had 
come along he had thrown business to the 
winds and gone to the colors, finally com- 
manding his ship. 

This time the war had caught him over age 
but not unprepared, in a manner of speaking. 
First, his experience fin building and manag- 
ing ships made him useful at Washington. 
So he worked for nothing, speeding up work 
at the yards. " 


Never. Drank in His Life. 

These six or seven business men who used 
to meet at the Shoreham were naturally fired 
with patriotic purpose and frequently dis- 
cussed matters of the Republic. Capt. Stay- 
ton occasionally mentioned the strategies of 
the prohibitionists in some such fashion as 
this: 

‘“‘All my life I’ve been an abstainer. Back 
in Kent County, Del., where I come from, the 
Staytons were never drinking people. | 
doubt if my parents ever had a drink of 
liquor in the house. I have voted for local 
option there. But we all knew the liquor 
problem had nothing to do with the Federal 
Government. It is a State and local matter. 
The West is apt to see this thing differently. 
A man who comes from one of the thirteen 
original stafes sees the Federal Government 
as a utility to serve the individual States in 
all matters where they cannot act alone, 

“Those thirteen colonies created the Fed- 
eral Government. They were the fathers. But 
the Western States have been created by that 
utility. They are the sons. Therefore their 
attitude is different.

During 
his trial he admitted splitting com- 
missions with O. B. Phillips, a col- 
lector, on donations to the league.

“Prohibitionists for pay,” growled 
Senator Reed, and for a moment

“How much money do you get from 


the liquor interests?” 

Some of the Congressmen men- 
tioned by Wheeler on the stand en- 
tered denials. Senator Willis of 
Ohio said he had never received a 
penny for speechmaking. Senator

turned over to the national asso- 
ciation to cover the expense of 
maintaining records. Actually this 
has not been done, for the $1 per 
member has been needed by the 
State body. 

“Today we have 25 State organ- 
izations. Each Operates independ- 
ently in fiscal matters. The nation- 
al association maintains itself on 
income from the New York organ- 
ization and from scattered mem- 
bers where there are no State or- 
Banizations. Stuyvesant Fish was 
formerly head of the New York 
State organization, which operated 
|&88 a subsidiary group, as in other 
| States. After we lost Fish, the na- 
| tional association took over the 
New York members.” 


A Contrast of Methods. 


The foregoing affords some pe- 
cunlary comparison of the asso- 
ciation and the league. The public 
has been a long time finding out 
about fiscal methods in the laague. 
On the other hand Capt. Stayton 
has confessed that for the first few 
months he refused to publish the 
association’s income because of its 
relative insignificance. As soon as 
it reached a respectable figure he 
made out the reports. 

When recently it became appar- 
ent that the Senate Slush Fund 
_Committee might be interested in 
‘finances of this and other organiza- 
tions, Capt. Stayton was not con- 
| tent with being ready to throw 
| open all books to the inquirers. He 
| looked around for a firm of public 


| accountants to make an audit, and 
‘in recommendation to Murphy 
| chose Price and Waterhouse. In 
| consequence an impeccable audit of 
contributions and expenditures will 
| be at hand for any investigating

Frequently, in the 
early days, men of prominence 
would send along checks and ask 
that their names be not mentioned. 
Back the checks would go. The

When the Newberry scandal in 
1923 led to corrective legislation 
and passage of the Federal corrupt 
practices act in 1925, all “political 
committees”’ were required to make 
trimonthly reports of contributions 
and expenditures, above sums of 
$10, and bimonthly reports around 
election times. The term was de- 
fined as referring to any organiza- 
tion which received and spent do- 
nations for the purpose of influ- 
encing the election of candidates. 
This included both the wet associa- 
tion and the dry league. 

“We filed our reports with the 
clerk of the House of Representa- 
tives as required,” said Capt. Stay- 
ton. “I inspected the returns of the 
Antisaloon League and found that 
the only expenditure recorded for 
the purpose of influencing elections 
of candidates was $1, spent each 
time, ‘for the purpose of verifying 
this report.’ I could only assume 
that the Antisaloon League, faced 
with the impossible’ situation of 
opening its books on these matters, 
had elected to dodge the issue, This 
has not yet been explained ade- 
quately.”’ 


State Referendums Sought 


The Association Against the Pro- 
hibition Amendment is now bend- 
ing its forces to bring about state 
referendums on repeal and modifi- 
cation. Referendums have been 
won in Massachusetts and Illinois, 
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lost in Ohio and California. This 
November a referendum will be 
held in each of eight states. That 
is the way the dial now turns. 

As for Capt. Stayton, he will be 
plugging away at the head of 726,- 
000 people as he plugged away 


his fingers. If you run over.to Bal- 
timore any day you will find a man 
of 65, a man with a square, fighting 
face and steady eyes, a man who 
turns out in the mornings as he did 
nearly half a century ago when he 
was in the Annapolis boat crew and 
in training—at 5 a. m.—and re- 
ports to the association’s office a 
few minutes later. You will find a 
man dictating letters for three 
hours before breakfast, and off to 
his regular work in the steamship 
business then for the rest of the 
day, while the secretary goes home 
to finish her sleep. And every other 
day you will find this man running 
over to the Washington office to 
look things over and throw every- 
body a word of cheer. And you 
will find. all the energies of this 
man hitched to an unswerving 
purpose in consequence of six or 
seven men once lunching together 
in the old Shoreham and because 
—well, for the same reason for a 
dollar a year; only then he believed 
the principles of American freedom 
and good government endangered 
by forces on the other side of the 
Atlantic.

manipulated with the force and ef- 
ficiency of a huge, perfectly run 
factory. .Against this is opposed the 
frugal efforts of the European pro- 
ducers to get out a show that will 
at least break even with the box 
office—a show of makeshift scene- 
ry, of pitiful, wilted costumes and 
meager orchestra and of haphazard 
direction in which the chorus never 
seems to achieve assurance as to 
which is an entrance and which an 
exit cue, The snap and dash of the 
Broadway productions, leading up 
to the finale which blazes with 
light and color in a whirling med- 
ley of bobbed heads and slim legs, 
is unknown to Europe. A month 
of nightly sleuthing in their music 
halls leaves no possible doubt that 
the New York revues are bigger, 
brighter and louder, if not funnier, 
than anything to be seen on the 
Continent. 

And yet—after that month—one 
begins to wonder. Even the most 
loyal Broadway first-nighter, rat- 
tling home over the Paris cobble- 
stones in a dilapidated taxicab aft- 
er a still more dilapidated revue, 
begins to wonder if this is the 
whole story. In this matter of 
contrasts, you first hold to the 
conviction that the New York per- 
formances have everything—a lav- 
ish, reckless overflowing of what 
is called your money's worth, gen- 
erous enough to soothe the grim 
first-nighter who has pald $25 for 
his seat. But sometimes, in the 
midst of a pathetically inadequate 
production in a shabby European 
theater, a sudden spark is struck 
whith is ‘4afnfost’ gnknown to 
Broadway. And this gives rise to 
the horrid thought that what the 
average Broadway revue really 
has, is everything but imagination.

SAN DIEGO, California. 
. HE sea lion tank in 


the Zoo here, for the 
first time in its his- 
tory, is full of sea 
elephants—three of 


them. It’s as full 
of sea elephants 
with three as it 
would be of sea 
lions with three 
dozen. The trio of 


rare monsters, cap- 
tured from what is said to be the only sur- 
viving herd of sea elephants, in the world 
were brought here recently by the U. 8. Navy 
eagle boat 34 from Guadalupe Island, a 
rocky and mountainous plece of land off the 
Lower California coast. The largest weighs 
about a ton and a half and eats a hundred 
pounds of fish a day. The only reason the 
hunting party didn't catch a larger one was 
that they didn’t have enough hoisting ma- 
chinery to lift it onto the boat. 


Wallowing on the artificial beach and at- 
tracting thousands of curious spectators. 
these three giants constitute a worthy ex- 
hibit. They are the oniy sea elephants in 
captivity. Indeed. there are not many in 
captivity or anywhere else. About 20 years 
ago it was generally believed that the giant 
race was extinct, or at least was rapidiy be- 
coming so. On the rugged islands off the 
Lower California coast where they once had 
awarmed in thousands, not one was to be 
seen. In 1911, a few were found on Guada- 
lupe Island by an expedition sent out by the 
New York Zoological Society and four were 
killed for their skins and skeletons, but no 
more Were seen until 1918. 


‘was made. A naval boat was search- 
ing among the islands off the Mex- 
for traces of a secret Ger- 
the Captain 
observed three or four of the strange beasts 
loliing on the shore of Guadalupe— 
huge, grotesque creatures with stubby trunks 
and ragged coats of cream-colored fur. They 
seemed almost as big as submerines. He 
made haste to report his discovery to doth 
the United States and Mexican Governments 
and laws were immediately passed by both 
countries to protect them from hunters. 

From time to time naval! boats were dis- 
patched to Guadalupe Island with a group 
of scientists to study the lonely survivors of 
a once prolific species. Strangely. they 
seemed to be multiplying rapidly. From 
the dosen or so found on the first trip of 
investigation, the herd increased in a few 
years to 200. There are said to be 600 now. 
but even with 500 to draw soo stock from, 
it was with great reluctance that Mexico 
granted permission to the expedition to 
make the capture. And that was granted 
with the understanding that only three indi- 
viduals would be taken and that no mare 
permits would be asked for. 

As it turned out, three of the mammoth 
seals were enough for one cargo, although it 
would have been a simple matter to capture 
the whole island's population had there 
been facilities for transporting it. The 
beasts were so tame and friendly that their 
visitors were able to walk ap and pat them 
o8 the noses. Having never been disturbed

|- THAT year, however, a rediscovery 


by men, they paid no more at- 
tention to the human invaders 
than to the sea gulls flying 
around them. The captors had 
only to select their specimens . 
and then hack them up into 
crates waiting open behind 
them. They did that by pushing 
on their faces. 

It wae an expedition made up 
chiefly of United States Marines, 
Nava! Reservists and regular of- 
ficers of the navy that ventured 
out upon the extraordinary 
hunt. They went in the eagle 
boat 34, comparatively a tiny 
craft for such an errand. and 
after steaming for two days 
down the coast sighted the 
island at dawn. The shore was 
dotted with the great uncouth 
animals basking dn the early 
morning sun. Moat of them were 
bulls, since the cows, at this 
season of the year, are busy with 
their young in more sheltered 
parte of the island. 

The hunting party landed 
and approached the herd with a 
great deal of unnecessary cau- 
tion. Caution ta one thing that 
may be dispensed with entirely 
in trailing sea elephants. They 
are no more afraid of strangers 
than the oldest and gentlest 
members of a famliy dairy herd 
would be. and 
they are just about 
as harmiess. They 
have great mouths 
and they look for- 
midabie enough 
with their broad 
snouts and tusk- 
Itke teeth, but there 
is on record no in- 
stance of sea ele- 

hants burting 
anybody or hurting 
each other very 
much, even though 
the bulls do bel- 
low ferociously and 
make diligent show 


of combat. Their 
fighting ts a very 
clumsy sort of 


fighting. It 
amounts mostly to 
twisting of necks 
against each other 
and wallowing. Oc- 
casionally one gets 
stuck or slashed a 
little with a tusk, 
but that is un- 
usual. The tough 
hide of their necks is pretty good armor 
even against sharp tuska. 

The method employed in caging the beasts 
probably was never heard of before in big 
game hunting. The marines floated heavy 
fences to the beach in sections. and while 
their quarry bellowed and floundered about 
them, they put the sections together as 
crates. The huge crates then, with one end 
open, were placed in the water's edge back 
of the prospective victims. Two cows. each

The bull, sud- 
denly awakened from his lethargy. threshed 
and tumbled about in his crate with a show 
of energy most extraordinary for siuggish 
elephant seals. He upset two dory-loads of 
men in the process. Finally he was swung 
aboard and then, when the eagle boat 
neared San Diego, the struggie had to be 
gone through with again. 

The bull's great weight was responsibie, as 
before. A traveling crane had been ordered 
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ant bulls of the herd, which was crated and taken 
ego.

by radio to meet the eagle boat and help 
with the unloading. but it went the way of 
the ship's tackle. Just as the bull was 
swung out over the water it broke and the 
elephant took another high dive with his 
cage. Another lively tussle ensued before 
the hunters finally got the beast ashore. 
Three trucks hauled the seals to the Zoo. 
but the bull was so long that his tail hung 
over the end of his conveyance and on the 
drive to the sea lion tank attracted more 
attention than a fire 


HEN it comes to popularity, the 
W cine: ahimals in the San Diego 

Zoo make a poor showing beside the 
elephant seals. Crowds daily throng their 
tank to watch them put away those !m- 
mense meais of fish and several other 
zoos have offered thousands of dollars for 
one of the beasts. These offers have 
been refused because their captivity ts 
still an experiment and it is feared they 
might not survive if removed to an unac- 
customed climate. 

This region of the world has been the 
northern sea elephant’ only habitat for the 
last 50 years. It formerly had a range from 
Cape San Lasaro, near Magdalena Bay, on 
the peninsula, northward to Point Reyes. 
near San Francisco, a distance of nearly a 
thousand miles. Once, thousands of the 
creatures flourished on the islands, but their 
vaiue for oil and blubber brought the sea! 
hunters in droves. Although there are ree- 
ords showing that the elephant seal was 
kifed for commercial purposes at Santa

Barbara, California, as late as 1852, the vast 
drovea had almost entirely disappeared by 
1860 and the huge animals could be found 
only in scattered groups. 

Their total lack of fear no doubt con- 
tributed largely to their slaughter. When 
the New York Zoological Society's expedi- 
tion killed the four on Guadalupe Island in 
1911, the leader of the party wrote, several 
of the animals lay undisturbed within 30 
feet of the spot where their fellows were 
being butchered. “Unless actually teased 
by members of the party.”’ he reported, ‘‘the 
old animals did not attempt to leave the 
beach, and many of them did not raise their 
heads from the sand until closely ap 
proached. When driven from a comfortable 
resting place they would soon settle down 
and after throwing sand on their- beeks 
with their front flippera become quiet agaiz. 
The females appeared to be even more pet 
sive than the males.” 


OME of the males attain prodigious sise, 

as did the bull now in the Zoo here. This 

particular specimen measures about 16 
feet in length and has a girth of 11 feet. 
That is an average size for a maie. Spect 
mens have been recorded, however, whieh 
measured 22 feet from tip to tip and yielded 
210 gallons of oil. The trunk of the re 
cently captured bull is about nine inches 
long, but the length increases with age. 
Sometimes it attains a length of 18 inches. 
[t flaps loosely over the animal's face and 
appears to serve no real purpose. 

The uncouth appearance of the elephant 
seal is accentuated by its peculiar eyes. 
They are remarkably large and iustrous, 
suggesting the eyes of nocturnal animals, 
and it is believed that the species may be 
more active at night than during the day 
in its natural state. They are not very 
nimble at any time, however. When mak- 
ing a landing the large male does so very 
slowly with frequent pauses, from time 
time raising and spreading the hind flippers 
to get the benefit of each low wave that 
helps him through the shallows. Whes 
finally clear of the water, progress become? 
still more laborious, but the elephant ses! 
is able to crawl long distances if he bas 
plenty of time in which to do it. The 
animal's tameness is perhaps its most com 
spicuous trait. The Guadalupe visitors of 
1911 reported they had to kick the elephants 
violently in the ribs to make them move 
about and that the only way to anger one 
of them was to have « satior jump on it 
back.

PARIS. , 
HE TRIAL of the 
sples is over. The 
three Britishers and 
two French women 
have been  sen- 
tenced. The official 
proceedings are 
finis. But the great 
ufiofficial Paris of 
the Frenchmen, the 
world’s Paris, still 
remains deeply in- 
terested and a little excited with the busi- 
ness. Today it is a pregnant topic from the 
Cafe de la Paix, over here on the right 
bank, to the Cafe du Dome of the Latin 
Quarter? the drinking places of the Boule- 
vard St. Michel are alive with it, and the 
cafes edging the Place de ia Combat, that 
section of Paris so closely watched by the 
gendarmes on May day, have torn the situa- 
tion to threads and are doing it all over 
again. 

The Frenchman does not easily forget 
events which might affect hia country. The 
Derby, a dash for the pennant, a divorce 
trial may usurp the throne of importance 
in our minds; we are thost interested in 
that which happens last. Buta half million 
Frenchmen will attend the Paris Grand 
Prix one day, the next day they'll be back 
at their tables on their favorite terraces: 
the Grand Prix will not wholly be forgotten, 
but it will bow to that more important 
though earlier event of the five who tried to 
discover the military secrets of the Re- 
public. 


T WAS early last December that a 
French girl stepped off her train at a 
Paris terminal and was immediately ar- 
rested. She was hurried to the headquar- 
ters of the French counter espionage service 


—the French seeret sefvice whose job it 


is to epy on sples—~and accused of selling 
military, naval and air secrets, especially 
air secrets, to a foreign Power. She ad- 
mitted her guilt finally, and compromised 
three Englishmen in her confession. These 
men were afrested. Britain dispatched a 
note demanding their release; the Republic 
placed ite evidence before Downing Street. 
Thie evidence must have been convincing, 
for Downing Street made no further de- 
mands and apparently Washed its hands of 
the affair. 


Several of the Freneh newspapers——not 
all of them, for it te difiewlt to remember 
‘when ‘the entire Frenel presse agreed on 
anything—openly asserted that the three 
Englishmen were membera of the British 
Army Intelligence Serviee. The Petit Pari- 
sien wanted to know if Governments were 
going to continue in peace time the miser- 
able game of spying and counter-epying with 
its long record of ewindies and hoaxes... The 
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boulevards were  indigtant. 
The war is over, .peace is 
here, they said. Is it be- 


lievable that England, agree- 
ing to disarm, joining in 
the Locarno Pact, should send 
her agents here to pry out our 
defenses and spy upon our 
military? And what is there 
to apy upon? Afe we not will- 
ing to show them everything 
we have? Are Britain's Military 
and naval attaches not privi- 
leged to view our fortifications, 
our ships, our air stations? 
What secrets does France hold, 
or want to hold? We have no 
secrets! And, what is more, 
what is very much more, we 
have no spies!

England knows this. It becomes highly

Agent in France Chooses Wines for 
Americans (in Canada) 


gone on the water wagon for a 

strange reason. He must taste 
100 different wines, brandies and 
champagnes almost every day—he has 
10,000 samples of alcoholic liquors on 
his shelves most of the time waiting to 
be tasted—--and he does not dare drink 
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a drop of it.

entirely,” said Robert L. Guibert, the 
Paris agent of the Quebec Liquor Com- 
Mission. 

“IT must have a keen sense of taste 
and smell, particularly smell, in order

ng. I take a few drops of wine to 
laste, roll it around In my mouth, and 
then spit it out.” 

The provincial government of Que- 
bec, which operates its own liquor 
trade, buys large quantities of French 
alcoholic beverages.

He explained that under tine Quebec 
system the people are drinking more 
wine and less hard liquor every vear, 
and he pointed out that the consumpes 
tion of wine rose from 631,000 gal- 
lons in 1924 to 722,000 gallons in 
1925. In the same period the con- 
sumption of whisky, brandy and gin, 
which is mostly bought in England 
and Holland, fell from 75:,000 gal- 
lons to 718,000 gallons. 

He declared that Quebec also prof- 
ited from this legal trade, as compared 
with the illicit trade in the United 
States, because it shared’ tn the Fed- 
eral revenues from the customs duties 
it paid on its own liquor importations 
and which amount to $9.30 a case for 
champagne, 55 cents a gallon for wine 
and about $5 per gallon on- whisky, 
Guibert said. 


res HAVE another important duty 
| and that is to keep Quebec in- 
formed about the French wine 
crop. We never buy wine less than 
three years old, but the condition of 
the current crop. often = influences 
the price of old wine. For example, 
the French wine crops in 1923 and 
1924 were abundant and of a high 
quality, but 1925 was a poor year, 
and so the 1923 and 1924 stocks 
are more expensive on that account. 

“The present crop has been seriously 
affected by the cold and cloudy weath- 
er, and unless there is an exceptional 
amount of sunshine this sumnier the 
crop will be small and the quality low. 
Therefore the 1923 and 1924 crops 
will become even more expensive.” 

He pointed out, incidentally, that 
heavy drinking is very rare in the wine 
regions of France, and that the worst 
drinkers are in Normandy and Brit- 
tany, which produce no wine. 

The Quebec commission never ac- 
cepts a shipment of wine without mak- 
ing av analysis and comparing it with 
the analysis of the sample, and when 
another wine has been substituted the 
producer is forced to take back his 
wine or lower his price.

Se A and 20 from 
a. Newport, R. I. The 
seamen, divers, officers—the former in dun- 
garees, the divers in heavy blue underwear 
and slippers, the officers in greasy old 
clothes—sifted apart to let this handler 
of deep-sea men through. All their faces 
were pale, startled. A spell of fear had 
gripped that courageous crew. 

Two young divers—one making his first 
plunge in actual deep-sea work—were down 
beneath, somewhere near the sunken “sub.” 
Their lines were fouled, entwined, and one 
had pulled out 200 feet of slack. Was he 
lost? Were these two to join their 30-odd 
comrades who died when the prow of the 
City of Rome ripped through the shell-like 
hull of the S-51 last fall? 

But fate stayed its hand against the two 
young divers. Word came from the group 
anxiously tending their Hnes that in some 
way the air lines and life ropes had miracu- 
lously become unmeshed. 


So it is with all the crew working to 
raise the 8-61. Day by day they handle 
such odd and dangerous implements as the 
torch that burns under the sea; cement that 
hardens in 1320 feet of salt water; the 
biggest, most unwieldy pontoons to be 
found, probably, in all the world; high- 
pressure hose lines that alone can “‘dig out”’ 
the sandy silt beneath the sunken ‘‘sub”’. 
and so tunnel ways for the chains that must 
go under her. Helium, the most precious 
gas in the world, lies in tanks on the Fal- 
con’s deck, ready for use in case a diver 
gets the “bends.”’ 

No Jules Verne could make any 

spectacular, for instance, the 
experience of Diver Eadie in 
“the tunnel at frame No. 46.”’ 
This tunnel is not more than 
30 feet long and yet it took 
more than a hundred diving 
hours to build. No need to 
detail the persistence, the 
courage, the heart-breaking 
disappointments that went 
into its making: One of the 
firat to take up the work, 
Eadie dragged down with him 
one end of a fire hose, 
through which he was to di- 
rect the stream of compressed 
air. In a few minutes he was 
on bottom. There, without a 
light, he could see but dimly 
and only a few feet at best. 
Eadie plodded to the 8-61. 
He found frame No. 46, 1o@@® 
ing this division in the “‘sub’s’’ 
hull by the position of 
hatches and other marks. 


ESIDE the ship Eadic 
[Reece to wash a hole. 
“When it was as deep 
as his waist he stepped 
into it.

But this merely 
proved that a hole for the diver was the 
mnly sure method after all. 

This grave-aided tunneling, however, is 
only one of the extraordinary aspects of the 
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The salvage ship Falcon moored above the grave of the S-51. 


Navy’s attempt to hoist the S-51. The 250- 
foot ‘“‘sub’’ was divided in five main com- 
partments. Beginning at the bow, they are 
the torpedo, the crew, the central control, 
the engine and the motor rooms. The com- 
partments were separated by heavy bulk- 
heads, in which were doors not more than 
four feet high and about a foot and a half 
wide, The City of Rome smashed into the 
crew's quarters, just forward of the control 
section. The Navy plan, as outlined by 
Admiral Plunkett and Captain E. T. King, 
commandant of the ‘‘sub’’ base at New Lon- 
don, is to seal the last three and force out 
the water with compressed air.

| | open, as she was on the. sur- 
) face when the crash came. Now, 
in order to seal the compartments, 
all vaives had to be closed. Unbeliey- 
able as it sounds, in the sunken ship 


there were 600 of these openings, those 


taking in water for submergence, or air 
for rising; yentilation lines and drains, oil 
and supply pipes. 

The work of shutting these valves has 
been a chapter of miracles. Navy men ad- 
mit that had it not been that the S-50, sis- 
ter ship of the S-51, waa at hand to train 
the divers, the task would have been almost 
insurmountable. As It is, the practice has 
been to take the divers through the 8-60, 


show each one just what valves he has to 
close and then send him down. 

There he prowls about in the dark, some- 
times taking with him a light thdt spreads 
a 10-foot circumference. Usually two or 
three go down together. They enter by one 
of the hatches. One stands at the bottom 
of the hatch to keep his comrade’s air and 
lifelines clear—and safe from rubbing or 
cutting on rough edges—while the second 


/Man moves on in the gloom. The stagnant 


water in the hull is even more dense and 
dark than outside. By touch and memory, 
divers on occasion have gone through as 
many as three compartments. One man 
shut off fifty valves on one dive. 

Another found he could not get through 
one of the narrow, twisted doors. Coming 
up, fe reported failure. Secretly, then, he 
bent his breastplate so that it was consid- 
erably narrower than normal. He went 
down in this suit the next day and got 
through the door. Because parts of such a 
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suit must be snug and airtight for safety, 
he took his life in his- hands. When he 
started back he found he could not get 
through the door again. Either the breast- 
plate had sprung back or the ship had shift- 
ed. Panic menaced him, but he kept calm. 
He sat down on the floor of the “sub.” 
There he tried to think. Above him the 
legs of a body they had been unable to ex- 
tricate waved grimly in the gloom. At last

All day things went like that. Ropes 
and “wire” snapped as they were drawn 
under the keel. Nine divers had to go down 
before Lieutenant Ellisberg could begin 
lowering the pontoon. But rough weather 
had come on and a storm threatened. By 
this time, though, the ‘‘wire’’ had finally 
been dragged under the ‘‘sub,’’ with a two 
and a half ton chain, running down through 
the pontoon’s hawsepipes, at its end. 

On the curving slippery surface of the 
pontoon the men swarmed to let the chain 
down through the haWsepipe. The iron 
brace, weighing tons, which was to hold 
the end of the chain, was dragged out on 
the pontoon. The weather roughened 
steadily. The pontoon was held at the side 
of the Falcon with great guide ropes. At 
last, Lieutenant-Commander Ellsberg gave 
the word, and the men let water into the 
pontoon—the 90 tons necessary before she 
would sink. 

On the other side of the Falcon, finally. 
the tug Iuka was given the other end of 
the “‘wire’’ and started to haul the big 
chain under the “sub.” It was now nearly 
7 o’clock and rapidly getting dark. The 
pontoon rose and fell beside the Falcon, 
booming and pounding on the low bulwarks. 
On a great wave she climbed and threatened 
to plunge down upon the ship. The work- 
ers upon her clung for their lives; only 
those actually holding the ropes on the deck 
stood firm against this falling mountain. 
The pontoon had to go down—or all the 
day’s work be in vain. 

Boatswain’s Mate Badders lost his grip 
and slid down the side of the pontoon. Sai- 
lors rushed to the side of the Falcon—they 
saw Badders going down to certain death 
between the steel ship and the sea-tossed 
pontoon. Lieutenant Harry Hartley, com- 
mander of the Falcon, plunged across the 
deck. He made a hopeless, desperate clutch 
at the imperiled boatswain. His ring finger 
caught in the man’s sweater and, though 
his face twisted with pain and the finger 
was all but torn off, Hartley held on till 
others dragged Badders from the maw of 
the pontoon and the ship. 7 

Elisberg gave up for the day. May 13! 
But the worst was still ahead. In a running 
sea, the supperless men had to let the water 
out of the pontoon before it could be towed 
away. Again, despite Badders’ danger, they 
Clambered out on the pitching cylinder, ris- 
ing and falling now like an elevator. And 
soon the container was being towed back 
to Newport, to await a more favorable day. 
Elisberg is a resourceful tireless officer, 
hardened to danger and disappointment, 
and when he speaks to his men his voice is a 
brooding, gentle voice, rather suggesting 
that he’d like to spare thém the things that 
must be done, So his concluding sentence
